Quttt naturally rellecU couditionB 

throughout tho rounfry. Lumber is 
peculiarly a conatructive material. 
Thara ia iteady and srowlnc damand 
foi It when the country ia going ahead 
and comparatively little demand 
when enterpriae la at a stadatiU. When 
^tlmea are dnll few new houaea are 
hallt in the oittea, arecatimi of buei- 

ncss blocks Is Huapendod, farnier8*put 
up no new buUdinga, repairs to old 
buildings in both city and eonntry are 
postponed. The steel Industry and 
gross earnings of railroads are fre- 
quently accepted as baromctora of in- 
dustrial coudltlons but they are not so 
aecnrate as the lumber trade, as indt- 
oatora'of bnilaeia ooBdItlons. 

Among all the maaufacturiiig Indus- 
trlt'8 of the riiitod Sttttes, luinli' i iin: 
is the leader in number of eni;)luy- 
ees engaged. Over a billion dollars ia 
Invested in saw mills and probably 
twenty billions more in Rtiindinf; tim- 
ber. The iuduHtry, under uoruial con- 
ditions, gives employment to abont 
700.000 men whose wages compare fa- 
vorably with those received In other 
occupallouB. Eighty per cent of the 
groes prloe of lumber goes to labor, 
farm prodnots and transportation. 

Lumbermen are the largest buyers of 
farm producta and they furaiah the 
railroads with the largest number of 
oars of tfil^t 

Lumbering, therefore, nut only re- 
flects conditions in other inclustirrs. 
but ver>' greatly affucts those indus- 
tries. Lumbering la the chief Industry 
in more than a dozen states and a 
large Industry in half the states of the 
Union. There are 48,0UO saw uiiils, 
or an average of 1,000 to each state. 

On the Northern shores of the 
Great Lakes and in British Columbia 
lumber producers have several nd 
vautagua over American mills. Wages 
are less in all Canadian lumbering 
districts. The government owns the 
timber land and sells the timber to the 
mills as needed, thus relieving the mti! 
owner of the great expense of taxes 
and Insurance and loss by lire. In the 

Great l-akes rc>;ion the Cuiiudian oper 
ator baa a large advantage because 
he transports his product chiefly by 
water and gets the cheaper water 
rate. The Uritish Columbia lumber- 
man huH an advantage in being per- 
mitted to ship iu Canadia or Britiab 
bottoma, while the American lumber 
going from one American port to an- 
other muHt be shipped in an American 
boat, built by American labor and 
manned by American seamen, living 
under American conditions and reoelv- 
iuK American wa^es. 

Formerly thuse advantages were 
partly offset by a protective tariff, but 
a Democratic Congress repealed the 
tariff and throw our markets open to 
the Canadian producer. Uencral de- 
praMlon In all Industry curtailed the 
demand and then the Canadian lom- 
berman was invited to supply a large 
part of the damand that remained. The 
Canadian government, however, was 
not BO careless of the Interests of its 
people. It maintained a protective 
duty on the higher grades of lumber 
which the American mills could pro- 
duce ia eompetltlaB with Canadian 

mills and also prohibited the export 
of logs to be manufactured in this 
country. 

Lumbering today is a thriving Indus- 

try In Canada wliile Ainerieaii mills 
are running on short time and rediie 
ed wages or are oloaed down entire- 
ly. Many mills, in an eSbrt to keep 
their men employed, cut timber in ex- 
of.any prospective demand and 



piled it in their yards to deteriorate 
with age while thay pay taxaa and la- 

aurauce upon it , 
Anarioan tariff Uakera praetlcaliy 

paralyzed tbe chief industry of the 
country while Canada dilllgently and 
Intelligently looked after the welfare 
of her people. Bnt, alnce Demoeratic 
leaders insist upon, we must "Stand 
by tho President," and not question 
the wisdom of legislation which be de- 
manded. - 



ltKFARATI<»N IS FROMISKO WITH 
FUIUBIi mrUE. 

Washington. Augusl 27. — Germany's 
intention to offer full aatisfactlon to 
the United States for the sinking of 
the llnw Arabic with a lose of two 
American lives, was communicated 
formally to the Stale Department to- 
day by Count \'ou Bernatoril, the 
German ambassador on instroetions 
from the Berlin toraign offloe. The 

ambaaiador rend to Sleeret.iry LansluK 

a memorandum outlining the position 
of his government It promised if 
it waa feoad that the AraUo was at- 
tacked without warnlnc; the imperial 
government would promptly disavow 
the act, but would give the United 
states "full saUsfacUon." Thla, it is 

v.ll known, Would have to include 
ripacaiioa that no such tragedies 
would be repeated. 

No further developments In the sit- 
uation are expected now until the sub- 
marine commander who sunk the Ara- 
bic baa reported to Berlin. Mean- 
time President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing, though visibly encouraged 
and relieved by Count Von Ilernstorff's 
assurances and reports from Ambasan- 
dor Oerard on bis conferences with 
I'^orelgn Minister Von Jagow, are In a 
waiting attitude. Before the Ameri- 
can government can apeak there must 
be fortheomint tha Oarman dlaarow- 
a I and explanation of what all evi' 
(l( nee received seem to prove an "un 
friendly act." 

It became known tonight that the 
State Department haa been informed 
that Germany Is ready to renew dis- 
cusaion of the Lusitania incident and 
to offer reparation for the American 
lives lost when that ship was sent to 
tbe bottom without warning by a Uer 
man submarine. There has been no 
K sponse to the last American note on 
this subject and it is known that the 
United States would not listen to re- 
paration proposals with the situation 
created by the ainking of Arabic still 
pending. With the attack on the Ara- 
bia disavowed, however, and guaran- 
tees given against repetition, the Ger- 
man communication explaining the 
Lusitania was torpedoed as a reprisal 
arainst Great Britain under a misap 
prehension that she was armed and 
tliat the killing of Americans was re- 
gretted and not Intended and offering 
raparatloB, probably wonid pave the 
way for amicably eloalng up the inci- 
dent 

About the only shadow over the op- 
timism in official circlea today was 
cast by the "if" in the promise con- 
veyed by Ambassador Von Bcrnsforff. 
Some otBclala tbougbt a disposition by 
Oermany to question the evidence that 
the Arabic, a peaceful vessel, unarmed 
and Inoffensive, was attacked without 
warning might lead to interminable 
and unsatlseMtory negotiatloBs. It 
waa even suggested that there was a 
possibility of the submarine, which 
tired the torpedo might not later have 
falen a victim to the British wariblps 
and never wonM ba able to report 

In Herman quarters, however, con- 
fidence was felt that tbe aubmarine'a 
report would reach Berlin soon. 

German offlcials have made It plain 

t'uit their government SB WOOD as il 
has relieved the strain upoB Ita rela- 
tions with the United SUtea by limit- 
ing aubmarine activities will ask the 

American government to demand that 
Cieat llriiain and her allies cease in- 
terfering with legitimate neutral com- 
merce, and thuB perlait tho Importa- 
tion of foodstuffs for Mm Oamaa eivli 
population.

Litovsk lino, have reaumed the offen- 
sive in tha Baltic provineee and are 
ireaiing tha Russians both ia the dis- 
tricts Boutheant of MItau and tO the 
eaat of Kovno in an effort to reach 
the mala ilea of railway, which passes 
through VUna and Dvlnsk to Petro- 
grad. This may, In time, prove the 
most important of tbe German opera- 
tions, although St present they are ua- 
Ing mora troopa la the piirBuit of the 
Russians who are retiring from Brest- 
Li to vak and the line on either side of 
the fortreaa. 

It ia axpaeted, however, that with 
the fall of Brest-Lltovsk, which has 
been followed by that of Olita south 
of Kovno, the armies of Field Marshall 
Von Hindenborg wlH- ba relatoreed 
and make another attempt to cut oS

the retreat of the HuBsians. It is be 
lieved here, however, that it now is 
too lata to aooompUah thla porpoBO. 
The RuBBlans apparently had vaeat 

ed both Brest-Lifovsk and Ollla before 
tbe Germana arrived, aa the latter 
make no claim to the capture of guns 
and booty. The Austrian official re- 
port states that Arch-Duke .loseph 
Ferdinand found the town of Kamien- 
let-Lltovsk in flames when he arrived 
There are indications, therefore, that 

the Russians arc still carrying tO the 
rear everything movable that might 
prove of use to the invadera and burn 
ing what they are unable to Uke with 
them. 

The intimation that the Russians 
have fortified another front pending an 
opportunity for a renewed offensive 
has received some conflrmation. It ia 
stated that the new line Is b««lnR 
strengthened by all the lateat meth 
ods konwn to military engineers. The 
Russians army still are Intact with 
virfnally all their guns and prosi)erta 
ol a more plentiful supply of ammu 
nitioa. Fbr this reason military writ 
ers here are of the opinion that Grand 
Duke Nicholas now should be able to 
make a stand aa the Austro-German 
loBsea have been very heavy. 
■ The capture of several German 
trenches in the Vosges waa reported 
by I'arlB this evening, but what it is 
considered more significant is the con 
tlnu'ad activity of tha air squadron 
which has been bombarding German 
positions in France as well an muni 
tlon factories acrosa the German bor 
der.

When ahotes or pigs are heavily in- 
fested with worms, vaccination may 
result la eoBBiderable loas. Hoga 
that are exccBslvely fat are not aa 
good risks for vaccination as animals 
!n medium condition. Farmera muat 
provide proper care of hogs before 
•nd after treatment to reduce the risk 
to a minimum. Many of the unde- 
sirable reaulta following vaccination 
are due to the ooadltion of tha hoga, 
or to the surrotmdings under which 
they are kept. These factors are In a 
majority of Inatancoa under the con- 
trol Of tha owBar. 

The following points in hog manage- 
ment should be carefully considered: 

1. Ascertain beyond a doubt 
whether or not cholera la preaent In 
the herd. 

2. Animals stand tre excitement 
and shock of vaecinatloB better It the 

intestinal tract la empty; if free from 
raraaites; if in medium flesh; if kept 
cool during the operation and cou- 
flned in a clean, disinfected stall, bed- 
ded with straw while awaiting the In- 
Ji rtioii of serum. 

3. Tbe point of inoculation must 
be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. 
The animals must not be allowed ac- 
cess to dirty, filthy wallowa before or 
after treatment It Is Impossible to 
clean a dirty hog with a small amount 
of antiseptic ao that serum can be in- 
Jeotad with any degree of cleanliness. 
Abcesses are most often the results of 
the flltbineaa of the liogs and not to 
any fault of the operator who employs 
proper precautions with his syringe 
and serum. 

4. There must be a clean, dust-free 
niclosure for the hogs at tbe time of 
inoculation. 

5. Following vaccination hogs must 
be kept In clean quarters for at least 
two days. Dirty wallows should be 
avoided. A good i>Ian la to keep hogs 
in a well bedded stable. The feed 
ahould be laxative in nature. Losses 

Honietlines follow vaccination in the 
winter niontba because animals are 
placed in damp, fllthy qtiarters. 

6. Great care is employed In pre- 
paring pure, potent serum. There Is 
little risk in Injecting good serum into 
hogs that are properly prepared for 
the operation and properly care for 
following it. 

In summing up the factors which 
contribute to irregularities. It has 
been observed that in a great many 
herds the owner is negligent in pro- 
viding the care necessary before and 
after the treatment, especially those 
essentials herein -mentiond.

There were 218,493 students in col- 
leges, universities and technological 
schools In 1914, according to the an- 
nual report of the Commissioner of 
Education, JuM iMued. This is an In* 
crease of 14,MS over l!tl3. Tho bu- 
reau's list tor 1914 Includes 567 insti- 
tutions, a dcreaae ot twenty-nlna over 
the preceding year. States ore mu- 
nicipalities control ninety-three of the< 
colleges; private corporations control 
474. Men atlU outaumbar woman in 
higher education; there were 1S9,373 

men in 1914 and 77,120 women, as com- 
pared with 128,644 men and 73,687 wo- 
men In 191t. Despka risini atand- 
ards of adminlHtrntlon and graduation, 
college enrollment has more than 
tripled since 1890. 

Receipts during the year totaled 
fl20,679,267. of which $18,422,866 was 
for endowment. Benefactions to col- 
leges and universities totaled $26,670,- 
017, something over |S,000,000 more 
tlian In tlic year previous. Six insti- 
tutions received benefactions In ex- 
cess ot a million dollars apleee and 
forty-flve universities, colleges and 
technological schools reported gifts 
amounting to more than $100,000. In 
the past seven years the largest In- 
crease in income has come through 
btutc and municipal nppropriutionH, 
and the smallest from tuition and 
other. fees. State and municipal ap- 
Iiroprlations prew from |!t,C4!).r>49 in 
1908 to $23,400,540 in. 1914, while fees 
tor tuition and other educational serv- 
ices Increased from $16,390,847 to 
$22,504,629. 

The dominant note of the year in 
higher education, according to the re- 
port, was concentration, both in In- 
tiMHiil organization and in relation to 
sute authority. The movement in the 
direction ot authoritative elassifloation 
pained monu-ntum during the year, 
chii'tly tlirough the activities of Sev- 
ern I voluntary associations. The Ju- 
nior-college movement has reached the 
ponlt where several states — notably 
Wiuconsin, Missouri Virginia and 
Idaho — have gone on record as deti- 
nitely recognising Junior colleges in 
the edncntional system of the state. 
Tho Municipal University of Akron, 
O., was- added to the list of city unl- 
versltles, and the new "Association of 
I rban rnlversltles," established In the 
fall of 1914, lends emphasis to this 
municipality-university development. 

Degrees conferred by collegea and 
universities inclinicd 2r,, Imcoalau- 
reate, 6,248 graduate and 749 honor- 
ary. The degree ot doctor ot philos- 
ophy was fonferred as the result of 
(in iiC, mill and >;<'vcnty-tlirop men.

THI JtmiOR HIGH SCHOOL. 

ReorganlMtlon of education under 

(hi- Junior high school plan or some 
thing similar ia definitely under way, 
according to Prof. T. H. firiggs, whose 
review ot Mcondarjr education has 
Just been leaned by the U. 8. Bureau 
of Education. 

The Junior high school has been de- 
nned "aa an ortanliatloD of grades 
seven and eight or seven and nine to 
provide means for imlivldual dllTcr- 
ences, especially by an earlier intro- 
duction of prcTocaUonal work and of 
subjects usually taught In the high 
school. " Thi're are now fifty-seven 
cltlt>a in th« United States where Ju- 
nior high schools are organlied In un- 
mistakable form. 

"One advantage claimed for the Ju 
nior high school," declares Dr. Brigga 
"la that It groupa children so that 
subjecta eeldom taught In the gram- 
mar grades may b«< introiluci il. there 
by giving each pupil a more intelligent 
understanding of tha work of the 

world, of llip poBBlhillileB In the sub- 
ject and in the pupil himself. 

"The Junior high school also mattes 
easier the translUon of pupils to the 
high school. That the change be- 
tween the elementary pupils to the 
high school should be so sharp per- 
mits no justlfleatton. To bridge this 
Kap by earlier introduction to hifih 
Bchool subjects and methods of teach- 
ing has greatly Improvad results, n la 
claimed. 

"The Junior hiKh school has further- 
more greatly decreased elimination of 
implls from school. This elimination 
after the seventh, eighth and ninth 
Krades has been one of the greatest re- 
proaches to our educational system. 
Any phm that promises to retain chil- 
dren In school heyoiiil tlx'se Kraih-i^ is 
worthy of the most careful consider- 
ation." 

The statistics given by Dr. PrlRRs 
Bhow that a much larger per cent of 
students enter high school where Ju- 
nior high schools exist than before 
thoy were organised. 

That the junior hi^h Brhool furnish- 
es an opportunity for various needed 
reforms In Instruction Is the final 
claim of the new nn>vciii(>nt. aceorditu' 
to Dr. Hriggs. lie points out that In 
the Junior high school a course ot 
study based on the newer principles 
of psychology, sociology and econom- 
ics, various provisions for individual 
differences and especially an Improv- 
ed method of teaching, can now be in- 
troduced 

I»8 Angeles (Cal.) High School: 
itutte (.Mont.) High School; Wisconsin 
High School, Madison, Wis ; and Ho- 
race Mann School, New Vorli City, are 
-cited as successfully organized Junior 
high schools, "Los Angeles having Car 
outtlr^pad all other citlaa In develop- 
ing them."

Prealdent D'Artlguenave. head of the 
new government is counnittod to the 
conveutiou and is believed to have as- 
surances of support from aeaaton and 
delegates to secure favorablo action 
within a few daya 

It became known today that the 
plans of the United States for 4>uttlng 
Haiti in order contemplate calling up- 
on the War Department if necessary, 
to furnish offloers tor the Island pol- 
llce from Its fine corps ot non-com- 
missioned offlcers who have developed 
and command the I'hiiippiae couatab- 
ulary. 

The pending treaty wo\ild provide 
nu oiily for a complete tlnunciul pro- 
tectorate and the administration of 
custom bouses, but far a native police 
force offlcered by Americans.

No Other atato Ooee. 

If any one asks what the lews sf- 
fe<'tlng chlldreii nro In New Yorlt state 
no peiuon In any position can without 
coiiNlderable research answer the ques- 
tion, according to a statement made by 
Homer Pollis at the Eleventh Annual 
Conference on Child Labor. The only 
itata In the Unton whera It could be 
readily answered is Ohio, since Ohio is 
the only state that has codified lU 
child welfare laws. 

A committee appointed last May at 
the National Conference of Charltlea 
and CorrecUons, with 0. O. Carsteni 
of Boston at Its heed and Edward N. 
doppar of tha National Child Laboi 
Oommlttaa aa coa of Its most active 
members, la now at wolk drafting a 
children's charter that would show 
bow all laws relating to children 
should be co-ordinated and that could 
be adopted as a whole or In part ac- 
cording to the needs of the Individual 
atata. 

Tha iMoaata of tha children's chartei 
will not ba confined to a elMtrlng up of 

the principles on which the various or 
ganlzatlons and committees which are 
interested in the ne^^ilx and rights of 
childhood should base their work. In 
fact, the friends of the charter are in 
cUned to believe that Its greatest value 
mmj Ua hi tha almpla fhet that It will 
aneoaniffa eo^openitlon. The draftUui 
of the charter, which will be In Itself 
a co-operative effort, will tem li work 
en in the various fields to think of 
their work ne a jiart of a larger whole. 
The relatJon, for instance, between 
the Bchool attendance officer, the fac 
tory Inspector, the Juvenile court work- 
or and tha admlalatiator of mothora' 
pensions will bacoma a praotleal help 
to each of them. For the child such 
co-operation all along the lino should 
mean that the cure that is now avalla 
ble for the child who happens to come 
nnder the eye of the ofliciiil or social 
worker who is fitted to meet Uls rnsc 
will ba extended to a larger proportion 
of thoaa who need It

A POLlTltAL ACIIDENT. 

(Conni'Ilsvlllc (Pii ) Courier ) 
The Uemocratic administration is a 
political accident and the country has 
been the victim ot a series of admin- 
istrative accidents ever since the New 
Freedom was proclaimed by the new 
Jefferaon In the old Washington. The 
Democratic party aneaked Into power 
and glory while the Republicans were 
having a rather strenuous family 
quarrel. The latter are not without 
some bUme in the matter, but they 

are preparing to right to situation as 
soon as possible, la the meantime 
the Democratic party seems to have 
done its worsth. and if it Icav. s tlu 
country alone tho unusual conditions 
win enable the people to pull through 
after a fashion. 

It is worse than uulesa* however 
tor the Dmaooratlo organs to try to 
Justify tho Democratic policies. In 
their appeal to the people in the cam- 
paign of 1912, the Democrats declared 
that the Republican high tariff made 
high living coets, and that revision 
of the same iiloug r)i'inocratlc lines 
would reduce the cost of living, in- 
creaae tha pnbUo revenues and stimu- 
late the aotvUty of American Indus- 
tries. 

The tariff waa revised by the 
strong-arm prooesa, but In its oper- 
ation not a single Democratic promise 

was rdeemed. Instead t)f <Iecreaslng, 
the cost o^ living increased; so far 
from being enhanced, the public reve- 
nuea dwindled so that tho public 
treaaury now faces a deficit, and, fi- 
nally, the Industrial world was plung- 
ed into a period of depression which 
threw two-thirds of the workmen out 
of employment, where they would 
have been today If a European war of 
gigantic extent and overwhelming In- 
fluences had not started our mills and 
mines on the uplift again.
